12A. (i) A broker, immediately after he enters into 
a transaction relating to hedge contract, shall 
record it in the ‘Kachi Bahi’ (in duplicate), 
prescribed by the Exchange and in the Trading 
Ring itself on the same day on 

which he enters into the transaction. All 
such ‘Kachi Bahis’ shall be maintained by 
the broker for a period of three years from 
the date on which the transaction has been 
entered into. 

(ii) If any transaction relating to hedge contract 
is not recorded in the ‘Kachi Bahi’ in the 
manner specified in clause (i) of this Bye-law, 
it shall be deemed to be a contravention of 
this Bye-law and render such transaction 
illegal in terms of Sub-Section (3A) of Sec- 
tion 15 of the Forward Contracts (Regula- 
tion) Act, 1952 read with sub-section 3(aa) 
of Section 11 of the said Act. 

(iii) Every broker shall be supplied, on payment, 
the required number of 'Kachi Bahis’ (in 
duplicate) Form No, 6A, serially number- 
ed and countersigned by the Secretary or any 
other officer authorised by him for that pur- 
pose. 

(iv) Every broker shall tender to the Exchange 
the original page or pages of the ‘Kachi Bahi’ 
in which the hedge contract transactions are 
recorded, in the manner specified below viz., 

(a) Immediately after 1.00 p.m. in respect of 
transactions made from the opening of 
the market on that day till LOO p.m. 
and 

(b) Immediately after the closure of the mar- 
ket for the transactions made from 1.00 
p.m. upto the closing time of the market. 
In token of the receipt of the aforesaid 
documents the Secretary of the Exchange 
or the officer authorised by him for that 
purpose shall sign in the duplicate copy of 
the aforesaid documents tendered. 

II. After Bye-law 79, the following new Bye-law 
3halJ be added as Bye-law 79A, namely : — - 

“79A (i) Every hedge contract entered into by a 
member in accordance with these Bye-laws 
shall be immediately recorded in his ‘Sauda 
Bahis’. 

(ii) Every member shall be supplied, on payment, 
the required number of ‘Sauda Bahis’ (in 


duplicate) Form No. 8A, serially nurrfoered 
and countersigned by the Secretary or any 
other officer authorised by him for that pur- 
pose. 

(iii) Every member shall tender to the Exchange 
the original page or pages of tho ‘Sauda Bahi’ 
in which the hedge contract transactions are 
recorded in the manner specified below viz., 

(a) Immediately after 1.00 p.m, in respect of 
transactions made from the opening of 
the market on that day till LOO p.m. 
and 

(b) Immediately after the closure of the 
market for the transactions made from 
1.00 p.m. upto the closing time of the 
market. 

(iv) Details of all such contracts entered into by 
the member should be reported to the Ex- 
change in the manner specified in Bye-laws 
104 to 110. 

(v) Any transaction relating to hedge contract 
not recorded in the ‘Sauda Bahi’ or not re- 
ported to the Exchange shall be deemed to 
be a contravention of this Bye-laws and ren- 
der such transaction illegal in terms of sub- 
section (3A) of Section 15 of the Forward 
Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 read with 
Sub-Section 3(aa) of Section 11 of the said 
Act. 

HI. (i) 80(a) : After the sentence in Byc-laws 80(a) 
namely “All hedge contracts between members shall 
be through brokers”, the following shall be added 
namely “All such hedge contracts shall be entered into 
only in the trading ring specified by tire Board of Direc- 
tors and should be registered with the Exchange in the 
manner specified in Bye-laws 104 to 110. 

(ii) After Clause (b) of the Bye-law 80 the follow- 
ing new clauses (c) (d) and (e) shall be added : — 

80(c). All hedge contracts between a member and a 
non-member client/clients shall be registered 
with the Exchange in the manner specified in 
Bye-law 105. 

80(d) . All hedge contracts entered into by a 
member with a non-member client /clients and 
appropriated by the member should be done 
either in the ring specified by the Board of 
Directors or in the office of the member and 
such contracts should be registered with the 
Exchange in the manner specified in Bye-law 
105. 

80(e) . Any transaction relating to hedge contracts 
not recorded in the ‘Sauda Bahi’ supplied by 
the Exchange or not reported 'to the Exchange 
shall be deemed to be a contravention of this 
Bye-law and render such transaction illegal 
in terms of Sub-Section (3A) of Section 15 
qf the Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 
1952 read with Sub-scction 3(aa) of section 
11 of the said Act. 

IV. After Sub-clause (ii) of the Bye-law 87(a) to 
following new Sub-Clause (iii) shall be added : 

(iii) For all transactions of his non-member clients 
which a member appropriates to himself — 

Commission only without any 
other expenses — Rsi 0.05 pier Unit, 
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V. ,tn the title of Chapter XIII of the Bye-laws the 
words ‘Scheme of Registration’ shall be added before 
the words ‘Balance Sheet’. 

VL (i) In Bye-law 105(b) for the word ‘forms’ sub- 
stitute the words and figures ‘form No. 9B’. 

. (ii) After Clause (b) of the Bye-law 105 the following 
new clauses (c), (d) and (e) shall be added, namely : — 

(c) Every member shall report to the Exchange 
in the prescribed Form No., 9C all the tran- 
sactions, excepting the transaction under Bye- 
law 105(b) above, of his clients appropriated 
by him and all provisions relating to the daily 
reports for hedge contracts shall apply mutati s 
mutandis to all such appropriated transac- 
tions. 

(d) A member appropriating to himself the tran- 
sactions of his non-member clients shall not 
match the transactions of one non-member 
client with another non-member client direct- 
ly.
